“The drou ght situ ation lias been 
the su bject of several conferences 
between Secretary Hyde, Chairman 
Legge and myself. 
The departm ent 
of agricu ltu re has u ndertaken a de­ 
tailed su rvey of the situ ation. They 
will report next Monday u pon the 
condition in each area in the cou n­ 
try. 
The information so far indi­ 
cates great variation in the effect 
of the drou ght, both 
as 
between 
Btate.s, between cou nties In those 
states, and even between farms in 
the same cou nties. 
“There can be no dou bt as to Its 
most 
seriou s 
character 
in 
many 
localities, and that u nless relieved 
there will be real su ffering. 
The 
maximu m intensity seems to lie in 
a belt rou ghly following the Poto­ 
mac, the Ohio, and the Mississippi 
rivers. 
“The measu res of assistance that 
the 
farm 
board 
and 
the 
other 
agencies of the federal government 
can and shou ld u ndertake are being 
determined. 
“It is evident already that large 
measu res of f^ed movement to live­ 
stock in the drou ght areas or move­ 
ment of animals ou t of the worst 
areas will need to be u ndertaken 
later in the fall. It Is too early to 
determine to precise character of 
relief; mu ch depends u pon the fu r­ 
ther spread of the drou ght; bu t no 
stone will be left u ntu riA'^d by the 
federal government in giving assist­ 
ance to local au thorities. 
I have 
asked the railways to investigate 
the situ ation from a transportation 
point of view.“

Cro ssing the Atlantic by dirigible is no t 
yet so o rdinary that it escapes no tice in 
the press, but it has lo st the dramatic ele­ 
ment o f a fight against o dds. 
Everybo dy 
takes it fo r granted that such a flight 
will be successful. 
Failure, o nce a pro b­ 
ability, no w is relegated to the chance o f 
accident. 
The flight o f the R-lOO puts England 
into a class with 
Germany, 
who se air 
cruiser Emden led the way aro und the 
wo rld. 
The 
United 
States is so o n to 
launch a dirigible larger than either o f 
these. 
Thus the field o f experiment will 
be extended. 
New metho ds o f transpo rtatio n almo st 
always pro duce two stages o f public re­ 
actio n, first a predictio n o f failure, then 
o verrating. 
Dirigible 
ballo o ning 
has 
reached the seco nd stage, with pro phets 
telling ho w o cean liners will be abando n­ 
ed in favo r o f aerial travel. 
A simple 
co mputatio n o f the space in cubic feet 
and the investment in do llars required to 
carry 2,000 passengers and 20,000 to ns 
o f freight by dirigible, co mpared with 
steamship, will settle that wild no tio n. 
The dirigible will have many uses, the 
least o f which will be carrying passengers 
and freight acro ss the Atlantic o r Pacific. 
It is par excellence a naval sco uting craft, 
capable o f patro lling a vast co ast line and 
ranging far o ut at sea. 
At clo se quarters 
it wo uld be utterly at the mercy o f any 
bo mb-dro pping airplane. 
In the o ccupatio ns o f peace, the diri­ 
gible can be used fo r mixed land and 
water travel where steady flight is essen- 
and o ther co mmunicatio n difficult. 
It has 
no t the reliability, 
no r 
sufficient speed 
advantage, to draw fast-travel passengers 
fro m o cean liners, while o n land ro utes it 
is o utclassed by the airplane. 
The dirigible will no mo re eliminate 
steamships than the airplane will elimi­ 
nate auto mo biles o r than either o f them 
will cause peo ple to be bo rn witho ut legs. 
It will, ho wever, serve its legitimate pur­ 
po se irrespective o f o verpraise o r do ubts.

strong lig ht y ou may see the litlte 
! red mites. 
They usually make a 
small web bn the underside of the 
leaf.

There are two favorite methods of 
handling red spider, one is to wash 
them every day with g ood pressure 
from y our water hose, the other 
method Is to dissolve one pound of 
carpenter’s g lue in a g allon of hot 
water, and then mix it with nine

A comin g slump in egg layin g ol 
early hatched pullets can be d e­ 
tected by watchin g the amoun t of 
feed con sumed , warn ? the poultry 
d epartmen t at Corn ell un iversity. 
A flock of 100 leghorn pullets lay­ 
in g ^ per cen t must eat from 24 
to 25 poun d s of grain an d mash 
every d ay. A d eclin e of on ly two 
poun d s of feed from the n ecessary 
amoun t that should be eaten by on e 
hun d red bird s, is en ough to cause a 
fallin g off of egg prod uction . 
The feed er’s problem is to have 
the flock^ eat the required amoun t 
d aily, 
p'or various reason s, some 
d ifficult to d etermin e, the bird s may 
refuse to eat what they should . At 
the same time they become in creas­ 
in gly In active. 
If the slump con ­ 
tin ues, a partial molt may result. 
Such con d ition s may start as the 
result of chan ges in feed s an d feed ­ 
in g an d gen eral man agemen t, out­ 
breaks of d isease, poor ven tilation , 
or poor breed in g, but probably most 
frequen tly from violen t chan ges in 
the weather. 
It Is best to try to clieck the 
slump before it has progressed far. 
If, how’ever, the bird s have d ropped 
off in prod uction , the n ext best 
thin g is to brin g them out of it as 
quickly as possible. 
In either case 
there are several practices that may 
prove helpful at this season . 
In crease the hours of artificial 
illumin ation , if n ecessary, so that 
the bird s have a 14 hour d ay. Feed 
cod liver oil, mixin g 1 pin t in each 
100 poun d s of d ry mash or 1 oun ce 
d aily in the scratch grain or in the 
wet mash composed of the regular 
d ry mash moisten ed with skim milk 
or water, preferrably just before 
the n iglit feed in g of grain . 
Con ­ 
tin ue to keep the d ry mash before 
the bird s. 
Liquid skim milk is ad ­ 
vised even though there is pow­ 
d ered milk in the mash. 
The re­ 
vised Corn ell masli formula calls 
for 
50 
poun d s

d ried 
skim 
milk or buttermilk in every 500 
poun d s of tlie mixture.

In p resenting the Gordon Bennett 
International Balloon Race trop hy 
to W’ard T. Van Orman before an 
aviation meeting of the Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce, Ing alls said 
le believed the modern dirig ible 
p ractically invulnerable when op ­ 
erated at sea.” 
The two airship s contracted for 
the navy, one of which is to be com­ 
p leted next year, he said, would 
ar surp ass the airp lane for obser­ 
vation at sea, and would be able to 
scout tw’enty times the area of a 
cruiser. 
“The airp lane with only one or 
two eng ines and a few hours of fuel î 
is obviously g reatly restricted and * 
limited in its op eration and must 
restrain itself within reasonable dis­ 
tance of surface vessels to afford 
a base,” he said. “The rig id air­ 
ship s may cruise for days and days 
and for thousands of miles affording 
throug h radio communication. Infor­ 
mation of inestimable value to our 
fleet.
